I've been in the Army, on active duty, 
exactly eight months tomorrow, I left 
Son Francisco a bewildered buck private 
and am still bucking. I1 spent four 
months in office work at a Station 
Hospital in Pennsylvania. Three weeks 
ago I was granted a wonderful fiftecn- 
day furlough and headed for home aboard 
a Bel7, Most of the time I rode in the 
nose of the bomber, where you can lie on 
your face and: look straight down, up, 
and all around.
